Dr, Norman G Dolman,

Howell urges preventive care 


of Mental Health 


The Sturgeon Health Unit 
has recommended that a 
provincial integrated mental 
health service be establi- 
shed, with acommunity psy- 
chiatric service orientated 
towards preventive psychia- 
try. 

The recommendations 
were contained in a written 
submission by Dr, James M, 
Howell, medical officer of 
health, to the Alberta Mental 
Study being conducted by Dr. 
W, R, N, Blairofthe Univer- 
sity of Calgary, 

Dr, Howell also recomm- 
ended that: 

* Community facilities 
under the administrative 
direction ofthe medical offi- 
cer of health be provided in 
relation to certain district 
hospitals, 

* The health units spear- 
head a broad program of 
activity in the promotion of 
mental health, 

* The main, but not the 
entire burden of this pro- 
gram, be borne by the pro- 
vince, 

‘As a result of changing 
attitudes to mental disorder 
Dr, Howell said, ‘‘ More need 
is constantly being revealed 
and more demands are being 
made on existing services 


“Prevention is tradition- 
ally discussed in three 
stages. Primary prevention 
necessitates consideration 
of the physical and social 
environment and of inter- 
personal relationships in 
family and community sett- 
ings, with provision for 
health education, 

“Secondary prevention 
includes early diagnosis (by 
screening procedures, by 
family casework and by en- 
couraging early consulta- 


tion) and the deployment of 


treatment resources which 


in many cases need not be 


too refined, 

“Tertiary prevention in- 
volves the newer concepts 
of community care and re- 
quires a wide range of new 
and necessarily expensive 
facilities and service, the 
improvement of communic- 
ation and a further program 
of public education to combat 
prejudice and promote 
acceptance,

Dr. James Howell, medical officer of health for the unit 
prepared the brief, which takes a forward looking and 
eminently sensible approach to the whole question of 
mental health in Alberta, 


Two vital needs in mental health services are empha- 
sized in the brief: A ‘‘total’’ approach to the problem 
and a much greater effort {n the fleld of prevention of 
mental disorders, 


The total approach envisioned would involve a much 
more closely integrated arrangement than is presently 
in effect between hospitals, health units and medical 
personnel, The brief recommends that community 
psychiatric services be set up in suitable centres, where 
trained social workers, psychiatrists, and district hos- 
pitals would work with health units tn a comprehensive 
mental health care program, 


The need for prevention is urged as the most beneficial 
of all mental health work from the point of view of both 
the well being of the public and the wisest use of funds 
avallable, 


It is to be hoped the recommendations set forth in this 
brief get the serious consideration they deserve under 
the Mental Health Study,

Traffic sign dangerous 


Dear Sir: 

According to a report in 
your paper the battle of 
Bishop Street is not yet over 

The by-law which would 
have re-routed traffic by 
closing a portion ofthe south 
end of Bishop Street was 
dropped by council, The vote 
was unopposed, Councillor 
Lukay was present at the 
meeting, According to the 
minutes of the meeting the 
matter was discussed at 
length after presentations 
opposing the change were 
made by several residents of 
the area affected, 

At the Sept, 30 meeting of 
council Mr, Lukay filed a 
notice-of-motion to re-open 
the whole matter, Why? Be- 
cause he, “cannot see coun- 
cil change its stand on the 
request of 3 or 4 people,”’ 
Well, he was there! 

It is true that the matter 
of change at Bishop Street 
is of direct concern to only 
a few residents, but this is 
no excuse for arrogance, 
The town has an obligation 
to allits corporate members 
Abuse of the moral expecta- 
tions of a few in one area 
can be precedent for simi- 
lar abuses in other areas, 

Further the ‘3 or 4 people’ 
that Councilior Lukay dis- 
misses so lightly can only 
hope to have their views 
prevail through reason, 
Minority opinion can not de- 
pend on weight of numbers. 
In the case under discuss- 
fon council listened to what 
it must have considered 


sound reasoning and acted 
accordingly. Does Councill- 
or Lukay believe in reason 
only momentarily? 

Meanwhile, back at Bishop 
Street - Oct, 3 and 4 saw a 
sudden planting of one-way 
traffic signs around the dis- 
puted area, This highhanded 
decision was apparently the 
brain-child of the town’s 
engineering department - 
not town council, Why has 
this department such auth- 
ority? Does it take only the 
whim of a sign-planter to 
change the traffic system 
in this town? 

No publicity was given 
to the placing of these signs 
The results have been highly 
dangerous as traffic has 
been flowing both ways on 
what so suddenly became 
one-way streets, Where 
would the legal responsibili- 


ties lie in the event of an 


accident or injury? In the 
past week I have noticed 
one loaded school-bus tak- 
ing this ‘wrong’ way as well 
as, more humorously, atown 
truck, Apart from the mot- 
orists it must be very con- 
fusing to pedestrians - most 
of whom are schoolchildren

Noisy tractors 
may cause 


hearing loss 


Many tractor drivers may 
be permanently deaf due to 
the fact that the noise of 
their tractors is well above 
the safe limits for hearing. 

A study done by F. J, 
Blatherwick, fourth year 
medical student at the U of 
A, and supervised by Dr, H. 
Buchwald, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Health and Prof. 
Tom A, Preston, Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Engin- 
eering, U of A, was con- 
ducted on 19 Alberta far- 
mers, They were tested for 
their keeness of hearing 
before and after driving a 
tractor. 

In cur modern cities and 
suburbs, people are becom- 
ing more noise conscious, 
Jet engines, vehicles and 
even office equipment all 
contribute to the rising 
urban noise level says Mr. 
Blathewick, 

The noise in farm mach- 
inery increases with the 
horse power. 

‘‘Webster’’ defined noise 
as “unwanted sound”, is 
made up of two factors, 
frequency andintensity Fre- 
quency or pitch of sound is 
given in cycles per second 
(CPS); intensity or loudness 
depends on air pressure, 

The tests taken included 
seven farmers operating 
tractors with cabs and 12 
without, Models from 1947 
to 1967 were used, Noise 
level readings of these tra- 
ctors was taken by an ob- 
server riding and holding a 
microphone at the driver's 
ear level within a distance 


A number of farm acci- 
tents in this area have occ- 
urred recently resulting in 
serious injury. Operating 
farm machinery is in itself 
not hazardous; but amoment 
of carelessness can result in 
a fatality or a lifetime of 
disability, Is the time saved 
in not practising safe work 
habits really worth the risk 
involved’ 


of about two feet, Two sets 
of readings were taken on 
each tractor and the results 
averaged, 

The highest noise level 
allowed by law in an Alberta 
factory is 95 decibels, The 
mean overall sound press- 
ure for the 19 tractors was 
104! 

Tractor cabs don’t signi- 
ficantly lessen noise ~104,3 
decibels was recorded with 
cabs compared with 103.9, 

Mr, Blatherwick suggests 
quieting the tractor with 
better mufflers since the 
exhaust pipe is the chief 
offender. In addition, dri- 
vers could wear ear plugs 
or ear mufflers, 

By the end of the day, 
men who drive tractors be- 
come somewhat deaf in the 
high frequency ranges. They 
can ultimately become deaf 
to speech frequencies, 

Audiometer tests showed 
that the drivers have a 10 
to 12 decibel hearing loss in 
the high frequency range, 
but very little difference in 
the low frequency range, 

The younger group of far- 
mers in the test showed a 
higher than average loss of 
hearing in the high frequency 
range, but the older group 
showed the hearing loss 
moving into the speech fre- 
quency range. 

Mr, Blatherwick has 
shown that tractor noise 
does cause a temporary 
hearing loss through the 
range frequencies tested. 
This loss ultimately can be- 
come permanent, especially 
in the high frequency range. 
This loss does not immedia- 
tely interfere with hearing 
normal speech, but it may 
leave the individual with 
some handicaps in hearing 
his total environment. 

Tractor drivers can pro- 
tect themselves from slowly 
going deaf by usingear plugs 
made of special wool (ab- 
sorbent cotton is of little 
use), Ear protectiondevices 
are available at safety app- 
liance firms,

Metis farmers benefit 
from unusual beef plan 


Distribution of beef ani- 
mals from a “mother herd”’ 
to members of Metis settle- 
ments for herd growth and 
economic benefits, has been 
underway the past ten years 
by the Metis Area Rehabil- 
itation Branch of the Alber- 
ta Department of Public 
Welfare. The program ts 
confined to Metis colonies 
in the northeastern section 
of the province, in a zone 
that lends itself to agricul- 
tural development, 

Under the scheme, each 
Metis colony Its provided 
with an initial herd of 20 to 
25 good quality beef cattle, 
It is the responsibility of 
the colony, through Its coun- 
cil and Colony Manager, to 
ensure the growth of this 
herd to some 90 to 100 head, 

Once this number of anl-

number of 32 cows {ts with 
drawn from the mother herd 
for sharing among members 
of the colony, Through this 
system of predetermined 


is attained, a fixed 


distribution of cattle, the 
Metis are able to assure 
themselves of good future 
growth and development of 
the colony mother herd, De- 
pending on his resources, 
including water, feed supply 
and other necessary facili- 
ties, a Metis colony mem- 
bers may receive four to 
eight cows, Each of these 
are guaranteed bred animals, 

At the end of each full 
year, the colony members 
returns to the mother herd 
one helfer calf for the first 
four supply animals he has 
received, and a bull calf 
for the next four,

Today's poultryman still 
faces many types of feed 
wastage; sparrows, rats and 
mice peck and gnaw hund- 
reds of thousands of dollars 
away from his profits, 

According to Ken Dunkel- 
god, turkey nutritionist at 
CDA’s Research Station at 
Swift Current, poultrymen 
pay an estimated ® a week 
per 1,000 poultry birds to 
feed wild birds and rodents, 
When cold weather approa- 
ches these pests become 
more troublesome as they 
search for warmer quarters, 

The house sparrow or 
English sparrow as {tis also 
called, forees its way into 
poultry houses through 
breaks in poultry netting, 
openings beneath eaves, and 


cracks between loose boards, 


These wild birds are detri- 
mental to a poultry flock 
not only because they eat a 
large amount of feed but also 
because they spread disease 
and external parasites. 
Sparrows can be discour- 


aged from perching on 
ledges and rafters by sharp 
pointed mechanical gadgets 
and sticky compounds but 
such deterrents will not 
work when poultry feed is 
a day-long Invitation, Noise 
making devices will have no 
effect because the sparrow 
became a city slicker cen- 
turies ago. Poison which 
appeals to their gluttonous 
appetite, is apparently the 
chief means used tc keep the 
Sparrow population incheck, 

Before using commercial 
poisons, labels should be 
read carefully. Mr, Dunkel- 
god says most ofthe mater- 
ials offered are very potent 
and if used improperly, they 
could kill game and harm- 
less songbirds in large num- 
bers. The poison feed 
should be kept at least 10 
feet away from the edge of 
the poultry pen to prevent 
it being scattered into the 
poultry area, Local D,A.'s 
can help you decide where 
to set out the bait,

Necessary 


Say Cattlemen 


A draft of a plan for a 
cattle marketing commiss- 
fon has been sent out by 
the Alberta Agricultural 
Products Marketing Council 
to all cattle breed and farm 
organizations. 

Submitted by the Western 
Stock Growers Association 
in co-operation with the 
Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture, the plan is designed 
to initiate a program to 
stimulate, Increase and im- 
prove the economic well- 
being of the cattle industry 
by speeding up research, 
{improving marketing meth- 
ods, providing quality stan- 
dards andimplementing 
promotion programs, 

Canadian cattlemen are 
becoming increasingly 
aware that they must pro- 
duce beef more efficiently 
if they are going to beat 
the cost-price squeeze, The 
experts point out that it is 
no longer economical to 
wean a 400 pound calf. To 
attain a reasonable level of 
profit, cattlemen, should be 
aiming at weaning $00 pound 
calves off grass In the fall, 

It has also been pointed 
out that the price of beef 
has reached its peak in re- 
lation to other meat products 
If it' goes much higher it 
will no longer be competi- 
tive with broiler, pork, etc, 
and there is a real danger 
of beef substitutes, made 
of such things as soybeans, 
entering the market, The 
only way that production can 
be made more efficient is 
through a more realistic 
way of evaluating beef car- 
easses in terms of retail 
cuts, and by improving con- 
version rates, Research has 
enabled the broiler industry 
to produce a pound of meat 
from two pounds of feed, 
while it takes seven to eight 
pounds of feed to produce a 
pound of beef.
